LIFE IS CHEAP, i 

Life is cheap. II you doubt it 
look at the stories of disaster in 
the mines of this country duririg 
the past thre"e weeks. Over 500 
men have perished in the recess- 
es of the earth as the result of 
explosions in three different coal 
mines. Can you think of what 
suffering that means? Fv*e hun- 
dred men represent probably at 
least 2,000 dependent upon them, 
who are thus suddenly robbed of 
their bread winners, and whose 
homes are darkened with the 
terrible shadow of tragically sud- 
den death. 

Life is cheap. It is probably 
true there will always be danger 
in mining, that risk cannot be 
wholly eliminated; but it is not 
conceivable that in this Twenti- 
eth century of invention and dis- 
covery it is necessary to supply 
the nation with coal at such tre- 
mendous cost. £ We are forced to 
the belief that many such disas- 
ters might be averted if proper 
precautions were taken, and all 
mines were properly equipped 
with the best safety appliances. 

Unhappily, while this is a cen- 
tury of invention and discovery, 
it is also a century of indiffer- 
ence to human Ijfe in the pursuit 
of the dollar. Life is cheap. It 
will be easy to find 500 more men 
to take the place of those who 
died at Monongah a week ago, 
and Monday at Yolande, near 
Birmingham, Ala. It is cheap- 
er to hire new men than to in- 
stall safety appliances and take 
the necessary care to prevent 
accidents. 

The Government ought to in- 
tefere, you say. The Govern- 
ment does interfere. It requires 
certain things to be done, and it 
appoints inspectors and officials 
to see that they are done; but 
the field to be covered is wide, 
and there are many ways of es- 
caping from strict obedience to 
the law for the man who wants 
to. ' Not until the mine operators 
are made to feel their personal 
responsibility for the safety of 
the men whom they employ, will 
it be possible to secure a full 
measure of protection. That 
realization can only come in one 
or two ways. Either by a sud- 
den development of the altruistic 
spirit to a degree not usually 
found in mine operators; or by a 
campaign of prosecution on the 
part of the law against all men 
on whose property accidents hap- 
pen that can in any way be as- 
cribe d to negligence. The latter 
will probably prove to ' be the 
quicker and more effective , un- 
der p r e s e n t circumstances.— 
Louisville Herald.

The holly and the mis- 
tletoe bough were ordered to be 
destroyed root and branch, as 
"plants of the Evil One." Oli- 
ver Cromwell ordered that 
throughout the principal towns of 
the country Christmas should 
not be observed, "it being a very 
Hurtful custom." He enacted, 
in order to make people forget 
this hurtful custom, that all mar- 
kets should be held on the 25th 
of December. However the peo- 
ple would not submit to this ex- 
traordinary rule and during the 
first year of the reign of Henry 
VIII it was deoided that Chrst- 
mas should be observed, but in a 
very silent way. There were no 
bells, carols or messy making. 
How different are the times and 
customs of today.

"I am watching the political 
situation with considerable inter- 
est," Mr. Bryan said.

I am also watching the growth 
of crops and of democratic senti- 
ment, and I am pleased to say 
that the indications are very fa- 
vorable for both." 

Mr. Bryan refused to discuss 
democratic presidential possibili- 
ties. Governor John Johnston, 
of Minnesota, was suggested. 

Johnson person- 
ally," he said, "but you must 
pardon me for not going into 
personalities. I could not discuss 
him or anyone else a* a presiden- 
tial possibility and be quoted 
without being misunderstood. 
As for myself, I shall not volun 
teer as a democratic presidential 
candidate, but if I am drafted, 
well, I shall not desert."

FOR PROMPT JUSTICE. 

The calling of a special term 
of the Christian County Circuit 
Court of Judge Cook, to convene 
January 2, is cause for satisfac- 
tion on the part of all who are 
eager to see justice vindicated in 
the matter of the Hopkinsville 
raid. 

Troubles of the kind are al- 
ways better dealt with promptly. 
The longer the law delays in tak- 
ing action the more deeply root- 
ed becomes the bitterness en- 
gendered, and the more difficult 
the task of bringing home the 
crime to the guilty. The law 
must not act hastily and without 
due consideration, "but wrong- 
doers should be punished with 
all speed that is conformable 
with decency, and more especial- 
ly when the wrong has been 
against a whole community and 
marked by intelligent and delib- 
erate disregard for law. 

We have faith in the whole- 
some effect of a few adequate 
sentences passed upon the ring- 
leaders in the recent outbreak- 
sentences that will' remind those 
inclined to disorder that author- 
ity still exists in Kentucky, and 
that the courts are still effective 
in accomplishing the ends of 
justice. 

There will be obstacles in the 
way of prosecution in Christian 
county. The Commonwealth 
will have to fight an undercur- 
rent of sentiment that has been 
encouraged by previous neglect 
on the part of the authorities; 
but it is time Kentucky gave the 
country a demonstration such as 
that we had from Idaho in the 
Haywood trial: a demonstration 
of the fact that a fair hearing 
can be given and a fair verdict 
returned in any county in the 
State.— Louisville Herald.

STERILIZATION. 

"That we must prevent crimi- 
nals from breeding children of 
criminal proclivities was argued 
at a meeting of the Physicians' 
Club and the Law Club last Fri- 
day by well-known physician, 
Dr. William T. Belfied,"says the 
Chicago Evening Post. 

This idea should commend its- 
self t practical reformers; It is 
the conclusion to which every 
profound student of crime comes 
soon or late. It does not mean 
indiscriminate sterilization of 
suspects, but a treatment of rec- 
ognized incorrigible subjects. 
The practice could be extended 
to the insane and epilepic tp the 
public benefit. 

This measure is under experi- 
ment in Indiana, where over 300 
inmates of the Reformatory have 
allowed themselves to be steril- 
ized. It is a drastic measure, 
but the only certain prevention 
of drastic evil. It must not, 
however be implicated with quite 
another matter by saying that
